Subject: —Import of Fresh fruits [S. No. 21 (a) (i)/IV] from Pakistan under the 
Limited Payments Agreement concluded between the Governments 
of India and Pakistan—-October, 1959— March, 1960 period. 

No. 30 -ITC(PN)/ 60 . —The Limited Payments Agreement concluded between 
the Governments of India and Pakistan provides Inter-alia for the import of fresh 
fruits from Pakistan against payment in non-convertible Indian rupees. It has 
now been decided to grant ad hoc licences fo~ import of fresh fruits from Pakis¬ 
tan during the current half year to established importers who have imported fresh 
fruits in the past from the Soft Currency area within the basic period 1945-46 to 
1953-54 and from Afghanistan during the four years ending the 30th June, 1956. 
The past imports shown in the quota certificates or bills of entry of fresh fruits 
from Soft Currency Area/Pakistan during any of the basic years and/or the 
actual imports of fresh fruits from Afghanistan during any of the four years 
ending the 30th June, 1956 should be indicated in the applications. The quota 
certificates or bills of entry in respect of imports of fresh fruits from Soft Cur- 
tency Area/Pakistan during any of the basic years and the documents of past 
imports of fresh fruits from Afghanistan during any of the four years ending the 
30th June 1950 should be enclosed with the application, 

2. Applications from Co-operative Societies dealing in fresh fruits will also 
be considered on an ad-hoc basis. The applicants should mention in their appli¬ 
cations their Registration No. allotted bv the Registrar of Co-operative Societies. 

3. Application for ad-hoc licences for import of fresh fruits from Pakistan 
should be submitted in the usual "form and manner to the Chief Controller of 
Imports & Exports, New Delhi, as early as possible, but not later than 31st March 
1960.
